Luciano Pavarotti was so famous, so 

beloved, and such an extraordinary 
singer, he became the first classical musi- 
cian since 1940s violinist Jascha Heifetz 
to have his name 
become generic: a 
Caruso, a Toscanini, 
a Heifetz, a Pavarotti. 
His career took off 
when he sang an aria 
with nine high C’s 
— and hit every one. 
Toward the end of his 
career, his voice lost 
much of its luster, 
and his high-priced 
arena concerts, as 
early as his Boston 
Garden event in 1993, 
were something of 
an artistic sellout. 

He sang very short 
programs, and without much commitment. 
But even in decline, he was still capable of a 
kind of singing that made him irresistible. 

At his last Symphony Hall concert for the 
Celebrity Series, in 2000, his legs were so 
shaky, a curtain had to be set up behind the 
piano so he could exit without having to walk 
all the way into the wings. And yet, in one of 
his best-loved arias, Donizetti's “Una furtiva 
lagrima” (“A furtive tear”), when as the sim- 
ple-minded Nemorino finally realizes that

the woman he loves really loves him, I'll never 
forget Pavarotti’s sudden heavenly — and mov- 
ing — diminuendo on the word “morir,” which 
conveyed an uncanny sense of Nemorino’s 


inward amazement that 
he could be loved, that he 
could now die of love. 
Two more of my 
fondest memories of 
Pavarotti also took place 
in Boston. One was on a 
Metropolitan Opera tour, 
in Tosca, in 1979. He was 
singing opposite the 
legendary 69-year-old 
Italian soprano Magda 
Olivero, four years after 
her belated Met debut. 
She had sung Tosca here 
for Sarah Caldwell a year 
earlier, but working with 
Pavarotti seemed to ig- 
nited him. In the last act, 
Tosca tells her lover, Cavaradossis, who is being 
held as a political prisoner, that she’s schemed 
to rescue him by arranging a fake firing squad. 
Most Cavaradossises never question this plan; 
but even from the back of the hall, you could 
see the shudder of doubt riddle Pavarotti’s body. 
We knew that he knew he was going to die. 
Pavarotti wasn’t an actor in the Method 
sense, but he lived so completely and full- 
heartedly in every moment he sang, what- 


nite her. And she igr 


ever he sang, he made you believe he was 
feeling every note. Unlike most tenors, he 
seemed to have a consistently real and deep 
understanding of the character he was play- 
ing. If that’s not great acting, it’s some sort 
of operatic equivalent. And it surely was that 
intense sincerity and conviction that made 
him so utterly endearing. 

In 1981, he began filming Yes, Giorgio, an 
awful movie and a disappointing document 
Pavarotti the height his artistry. For 
the film, though, he appeared in a Pops 
concert Boston’s Esplanade. Thousands 
people came. Helicopters swirled overhead 
to capture the crowd scene from above. Of 
course, Pavarotti had to be amplified. And 
this was the revelation. One aria, Massenet’s 
“Pourquoi me reveiller” (“Why do you wake 
me up, you breath of spring”), from Werther, 
an aria in which young Werther feels over- 
whelmed by his own emotions, was par- 
ticularly ravishing. Opera singers shouldn't 
have to use microphones. But Pavarotti really 
knew how to use one. He made love to it, 
and it loved him back. And because he could 
sing more quietly than he could in an opera 
house or a concert hall, the performance had 
a remarkable intimacy. It was as if he were 
singing to each one of those thousands of 
people present. 

I think everyone who ever heard him in 
person must have felt the same way.

On the second anniversary of Hurricane Katrina, 

we're all looking for easy answers, for barometers 
recovery, for people blame, and for simplistic 
messages of hope. 

Yet despite the briefly renewed conversation about 
our drowned American city, on the surface, there 
doesn’t seem to be that much to talk about. Bourbon 
Street continues to assault the common senses. The 
French Quarter’s wrought-iron balconies are still fit for 
Mardi Gras; the antebellum mansions still impossibly 
big and beautiful; the food and music still among the 
best you'll find. It’s possible to regale in post-apacalyptic 
New Orleans without sensing the specter of fear and 
despair that looms overhead. 
Crisis averted, then. 

Except, it was not. 

Understanding New 
Orleans requires one to 
reconcile the seemingly ir- 
reconcilable extremes of glut 
and want, languorousness 
and violence, insouciance 
and dejection — all telltale 
dichotomies of a city rich in 
history and culture, where 
nearly one-quarter the 
citizens are unmistakably, 
devastatingly poor. That was 
true long before the storm 
sisters, Hurricanes Katrina 
and all-but-forgotten Rita, ar- 
rived. Today, those extremes 
are just harder to avoid. 

Entire neighborhoods 
are loitering in ruin, at best 
half-inhabited, littered with 
demolition signs and forgot- 
ten foundations. 

Nearly every standing home in the once middle- 
class neighborhood of Gentilly, near Lake Pontchar- 
train, bears spray-painted scars detailing the date — 
most often September 20, three weeks after Katrina — 
when rescue teams finally inspected the buildings 
and counted the bodies that were found inside. 

With this land of the living dead comes an endless 
string of questions: what took so long? Will the demo- 
graphics of Mayor Nagin’s “chocolate city,” the birth- 
place of jazz, now be realigned? How is it that people 
are still fighting with insurance companies? 

Checks are in the mail. “Better days are ahead,” 
said President Bush, when he dropped by for a mo- 
ment of silence on August 29, two years after Katrina 
touched down. But rents have skyrocketed since then, 
due to increased insurance premiums and a lack of 
tenants, and property taxes have doubled. Crime and 
murder are again appallingly high, with more than 
140 slayings so far this year. So at least one thing’s 
back to normal in New Orleans — it’s once again one of 
the most dangerous cities in the country. 

But a sense of normalcy? Thirty-three thousand 
people displaced by the storm live in trailers; nearly 
40 percent of the population has yet to return and as 
much as 29 percent of the current population may 
leave again, according to a recent Universiw of New 
Orleans poll.

“You see on the TV . . . people don’t want to come 
back,” says Bertrand, a valet at an unscathed Garden Dis- 
trict hotel where I recently stayed.

Having spent the past two years in Michigan, he’s 
recently returned to the Crescent City himself, to work 
the graveyard shift at a hotel that’s not quite empty but 
perceptibly less than full. has friends, says, who 
paid hurricane insurance for 15 years — enough, they 
believed, to recoup the cost of buying two new homes.

Too many ideas have been floated — raze crime-ridden 
areas and replace them with parks and hotels, for in- 
stance — but little has actually been accomplished: no 
simple answers, plan move forward, nothing but 
a miasma of red tape. So people are doing the best they 
can, relying on volunteers and on themselves. “If you 
just wait for the president and the government,” he says, 
“nothing’s gonna get done.” 

It’s the better times and still the worst times 
these days — the tale of one city now fighting its way 
back from the brink. 

Scant silver linings are on the horizon: re-opened 
businesses, parades and dancing in the street, a sense of 
camaraderie and defiance beat the odds. “People who 
you used to just say ‘hi’ to, now you treat 'em like fam- 
ily,” says Bertrand. “It made us stronger. It really did.” He 
several times, let sink in.

The list 
There's a line in John Lennon's 
“Beautiful Boy,” favored by free 
spirits and Type-B thinkers: “Life is what 
happens to you while you're busy making 
other plans.” It’s also an apt description of ~ - 
the ongoing quest of Brett Rounsaville, ’ 
a 26-year-old Californian with one big 
plan — or rather, 50 tiny ones. 

In April, Rounsaville compiled a 
list of So things he’s always wanted 
do. The list ranged from the dar- 
ing (“tube down a river”), to the 
abstract (“learn survival skills”), to 
the obscure (“make moonshine”), 
to the Norman Rockwell-style, 
apple-pie sweet (“catch a firefly”). 
Three months later, he quit his job 
as a designer at Disney, purchased 
an Amtrak rail pass, packed a pair of 
shorts, two T-shirts, a MacBook Pro, 
a camcorder, and a handheld GPS unit 
into a backpack, and set out to accom- 
plish everything on his list. He had no 
plan as to his exact route, where he'd go, 
or how long he'd travel. His only rules 
(self-enforced) were that he wouldn't pay 
for lodging, and would document the 
trip, via a blog with photos and video on 
his Web site, amtrekker.com. 

So what’s happened while Rounsav- 
ille was making other plans over the past 
two-and-a-half months? Apparently, 
enough that it takes him a moment to 7 
recall why he’s in Chicago, where we yr 


reached him by phone. “What am I do- 
ing in Chicago?” he repeats to himself 
twice. Then, an “Aha!” moment — he 
was vaguely nearby, in Kewanee, Illinois, 
attending the Hog Days Festival, and 
crossing off number 30 on his list: “Go to 
an obscure small-town festival.” 

Rounsaville speaks of his journeys 
with salient enthusiasm. The best (and 
most surprising) aspect, he says, are all of the good-natured souls he’s en- 
countered. “The things on my list are anchor points, but the stuff that hap- 
pens between interesting.” 

Rounsaville remembers the names of nearly everyone he’s met. from 
a baker in Lancaster, Pennsylvania, where he milked a cow on an Amish 
farm (number nine), to a woman he chatted with at a Boston bar who, 
serendipitously, is the daughter of a Red Sox employee, and was able to get 
him an up-close seat to a game at Fenway Park (number eight). He’s con- 
nected with many of these people through couchsurfing.com, a Web site 
that hooks up travelers and hospitable locals with available sofa space. 

There have been low points, too, of course — sleeping on cold concrete 
in San Diego outside of Comic Con, the comic-book convention, for one 
— and there’s the very real possibility that Rounsaville may soon deplete 
his funds (he estimates he’ll run out of money in about three weeks). For 
now, though, John Steinbeck’s Travels with Charley and those in-between 
conversations get him by. “All you have to do is talk to people,” he says,

Marshall previously claimed received 
a Silver Star for service in Vietnam; in fact, 
Kenney noted, Marshall’s name wasn’t 
listed on a Web site that tracks Silver Star 
recipients. Two days later, in an addendum 
his original post, Kenney reported that 
Marshall’s three Purple Hearts were fabrica- 
tions, too. Then, on August 23, Kenney pro- 
duced his most damning piece yet reveal- 
ing, among other things, that Marshall had 
been convicted of rape in 1981.

course, plenty reporters are ego- 
ists and glorying esoteric knowledge 
is one of journalism’s many non-financial 
rewards.

HILLARY CLINTON TOOK ONLY TWO QUESTIONS FROM THE AUDIENCE 
THE END HER SPEECH THE AMERICAN ASSOCIATION 
RETIRED PERSONS (AARP) CONFERENCE BOSTON THIS PAST FRIDAY, 


and one of them hit her exactly where 

her Democratic opponents want her hit: 
Clinton’s disastrous, failed attempt re- 
form health-care coverage her husband’s 
first term. Health care is the AARP’s No. 1 
political issue these days, and aside from the 
Iraq War, probably the biggest topic among 
Democrats nationwide. Clinton’s botched at- 
tempt, in the view of many, set the health- 
care-reform agenda back 15 years. 

But Clinton’s lengthy response the 
question was the highlight her talk, judg- 
ing by comments afterward from a number 
people attendance. Clinton leaned 
her right elbow the podium and cocked 
her head toward the audience, as she often 
does, conveying informality and casual- 
ness that belies her public image cold, 
calculating ice queen. When she does this, 
she peppers her lines with “well” 
know,” making her remarks seem off-the- 
cuff, even when she has delivered them — 
she has answered this specific question 
repeatedly the campaign trail.

This Newsweek cover story dubs 
Clinton “the safest money the 2008 race.” 
Several Republican candidates, including 
Rudy Giuliani and Fred Thompson, are ex- 
plicitly arguing that the GOP needs them 
the best candidate take Clinton, 
she’s already won the nomination. 

“Is there aura inevitability?” asks 
Lou D’Allesandro, New Hampshire state 
senator who has yet decide who will 
endorse.

Beating Clinton lowa may necessary 
for her competitors, but it won’t be easy.

It’s bad enough, any context, for 
newspapers running photos presi- 
dential candidate grinning next man 
identified with the Whitey 
tag “fugitive from justice.”

“It reminds people what they didn’t like 
about the Clinton presidency: their rather 
casual attitude toward ethics.” 

Initially, most reporting about Hsu rel- 
egated Clinton minor mention, and most 
coverage Clinton has barely mentioned 
Hsu all. Some staff and supporters 
other candidates told the Phoenix that they 
were frustrated the media’s disinterest 
using the Hsu story window into how 
Clinton plays the political game. “Voters 
want change,” says one Edwards consul- 
tant, “and you cannot make fundamental 
change unless you change the campaign- 
fundraising practices.” (On Tuesday, Clin- 
ton announced that she returning all con- 
tributions raised for her Hsu, possible 
sign that the story causing more trouble 
for her than first thought.) 

The Hsu story the kind that might 
dog front-running candidate without 
aura inevitability, says Mayer.

1964, accusations of adultery followed COP 
Nelson Rockefeller throughout the cam- 
paign, which he lost to Barry Goldwater. 
Hart, Muskie, and Rockefeller were all 
front-runners the time, though they 
certainly lacked auras of inevitability. 

And in mid 1999, before George W. Bush 
gained his aura, rumors of cocaine use and 
other “youthful indiscretions” followed 
him everywhere. Those stories died out, 
temporarily, after autumn showed 
him dominating the Republican field 
and returned when John McCain made ita 
race again early 2000. 

So far, there seems to be much more 
interest in Thompson’s work habits, 
Giuliani’s wife, and Mitt Romney’s reli- 
gion than Clinton’s connection Hsu. 


NAILING DOWN 

Democrats fear, however, that Hsu sym- 
bolizes the flaws that don’t hurt Clinton 
among Democrats, but could kill her hopes 
winning the votes many Independents 
and moderate Republicans, whom she’ll 
need to win in November 2008. Without a 
strong challenge, that is, Clinton may get 
primary-election pass issues that are 
likely to surface in the general election, 
including campaign-fundraising impropri- 
eties, terrorism failings her 
presidential administration, Filegate, 
Travelgate, and Whitewater. 

put another way, Clinton’s inevita- 
bility may trump her unelectability. 

sure the RNC [Republican Na- 
tional Committee] they’ve got roomful 
opposition research her,” says New 
Hampshire staffer for another Democratic 
candidate. 

There also the uncomfortable Bill 
factor — that is, the fact that Clinton stood 
her man all America was intro- 
duced seemingly endless parade 
women allegedly slept with, pawed at, 
worse not just Monica Lewinsky, but 
Juanita Broaddrick, Sally Perdue, Elizabeth 
Ward Gracen, Gennifer Flowers, Paula 
Jones, and Kathleen Willey. 

Although the effect Clinton’s image 
hard predict, it’s hard imagine any 
male candidate surviving such public and 
repeated infidelity. 

Clinton staying far from such topics, 
and instead trying conquer the one 
piece that litany problems she feels she 
can control: her icy image. 

She has done that through non-stop 
campaign appearances, including the AARP 
speech Boston, where people who walk 
with preconceived, media-driven ideas 
about her find personable, smart, easy- 
going candidate. 

“She won [the sense inevitability} 
back, not as a show horse, not by acting 
like prima donna, but going out and 
winning people over,” says one highly re- 
spected New Hampshire Democrat who 
supporting Clinton. “People are coming out 
events, big small, saying, ‘She isn’t 
all what thought like.’” 

There is a lot to this, as even many of her 
detractors concede, and as this reporter has 
seen person several times this year. That 
ability change the perceptions her be- 
ing aloof, one room time, goes very 
long way the lowa and New Hampshire 
primaries. And after that, the nomination 
contest might over.

man has sliced his palm open, 

for reasons that are unclear. 

Another reclines, naked and 

still, his body spattered 

with milk and egg yolks. One 
holds sign declaring, WAIT FOR YOU 
MY KNEES AT THE GLORY HOLE. Another's 
placard proclaims him Gay One 
has attached dozens clothespins his 
face and torso. One lays supine crude 
tattoo, huge and hideous, is cut into his 
back: “Pwn3d Slaw.” One holds piece 
poster board scrawled with question: 
ARE NOT HAVING FUN YET? 

There are hundreds faces the 
“Trophy Room” and most 
them are black. They gaze into the cam- 
era with wry smiles, sometimes, but more 
often with affectless expressions, eyes 
staring wanly into middle distance. 

The persons depicted the photos are 
e-mail scammers, those Nigerian hucksters 
whose broken-English entreaties prom- 
ising millions riches only some dim 
dupe across the Atlantic will wire few 


thousand processing fees front 
flood your inbox each morning. 

been procured scambaiters, 
cadre swashbuckling online vigilan- 
tes who tangle with scammers by the 
hundreds, replying their e-mails and, 
promising them quick cash, turning 
the tables on the scammers themselves, 
goading the greedy into all kinds 
absurd and demeaning behavior. 

The practice seems devilish bit 
creative comeuppance. Those 419 e-mails 
(named after the Nigerian penal code for 
fraud), also called advance-fee frauds, 
managed bilk Americans the tune 
$720 million in 2005. Worldwide, it’s esti- 
mated, they cost the gullible $3.2 billion 
each year. 

What more noble pursuit than 
beat these crooks their own game? 
humiliate them? waste their time 
and their money, thereby diverting their 
attention, even temporarily, from their 
unsuspecting marks? (Many baiters for- 
ward all their correspondence with scam-

mers the authorities, the hope 
producing arrests.) one can have little 
fun in the process, even better. 

After all, scammers, it seems, will do 
almost anything for money. promising 
them that they’ll cash they perform 
elaborate song-and-dance routine, 
sit for series professional photographs 
with dead fish on their heads, or book a 
pricey hotel suite for cash-handoff ren- 
dezvous that never occurs, one can forestall 
them, for however long, from plying their 
felonious trade. 

But poking around various scambait- 
ing Web sites, somewhat more sadistic 
dimensions the practice come into 
view. While most scambaiters keep their 
pranks the and up, many others 
seem revel making their marks 
miserable possible. 

Those photographs abject humilia- 
tion are hard swallow, even one knows 
the mortification self-imposed. The fact 
that their subjects are primarily poor and 
black only adds their disquieting power.

Fine. But doesn’t change the fact that 
those “Trophy Room” photos can unset- 
tling very visceral level. What sort 
desperation possesses man tattoo some 
guy’s screen name his back like slave’s 
brand? How hard for cash can person be? 
And what kind person delights 
human being such things them- 
selves? Has geographical remove, coupled 
with the anonymity afforded the Internet, 
allowed some baiters the vast majority 
whom are Westerners more sadistic 
than necessary their vigilante punish- 
ment? many instances, seems that the 
more righteous aspects this freewheeling, 
freelance justice seeking have given way 
baser motives. What happens when these 
baits stop being clever time-wasters and 
become purely punitive and dehumanizing? 
scambaiting clever way combat cor- 
Tupt actors preying desperate and foolish 
people? some the more derogatory 
baits say something about our darker selves, 
laying bare the divide between white and 
black, rich and poor, First World and Third?

ing for Reverend Johnny Damon and Bishop 
Yaz.” Such bait typical the practice: it’s 
relatively harmless and fun, even as it wastes 
scammers’ time and money. “He ends up 
spending four or five hours on phone calls, 
and eats the charges his phone card.” 

TheScambaiter.com (or 
TSB in the group’s lingo) 
was founded 2004 
computer salesman 
Providence who goes by 
the screen name “The 
Failure.” When comes 
scambaiting, how- 
ever, he’s anything but. 
“He’s the Babe Ruth 
Scambaiters,” says Boston 
Boomer admiringly. 

got started with this 
because, 11 years ago, I 
was sent fake check from 
Indonesia for some laptops 
and cellular accessories,” 
The Failure tells the Phoenix.

malicious bots, thereby shutting out legiti- 
access and appears down indefi- 
nitely while its diehard members congregate 
private message board), it’s put just 
plainly: “Racism not permitted here.” 

proof, site moderator presumably 
founder Michael Berry, whose screen name 
is “Shiver Metimbers” (and who did not 
respond to a request for comment) — lays out 
the facts. 

First, scambaiters only bait the scammers 
that approach them, irrespective color, 
race, ethnic origin. “We have way 
knowing what their characteristics are the 
only thing we know for sure, or care about at 
all, that they are scammers.” 

Also, while it’s well established that there 
are many, many Nigerian scammers, it’s 
also true that “the vast majority Nigerians 
are law-abiding citizens, and know that 
good many them are appalled the 
reputation that widespread scamming has 
inflicted on their country.” 

fact, it’s noted, has few 
long-time members who happen 
Nigerian, “not one [whom] has com- 
plained that the ethos the site racist.” 
Moreover, it’s argued, “white scammers exist 
and bait them.” 

The disclaimer touts an “active modera- 
tion who keep close eye posts, and 
will delete edit any that infringe 
Eater policy. Individual posts are reported 
for racism from time to time, and they 
are always acted on speedily. . . . We have 
banned people for using racist usernames, 
linking racist sites, and one instance 
we banned a member solely because we dis- 
covered that they also belonged white- 
site.” 

Yes, it’s probably true, as one poster puts 
it, that “the colour of [scammers’} skin . . . is 


incidental the fact that they would happily 


rob old woman blind she could get 
Western Union office!” 

But while one can admire many funny 
and creative baits, this writer, at least, gets no 
joy paging through some the degradation 
on display at sites like 4i9Eater. Never mind 
the problematic terminology the “Trophy 
Room,” with its vague echoes the Dark 


Continent and colonial conquest. the “pwn- 


age” scammers, which takes Leetspeak 
phrase and, intentionally not, imbues 


with sinister slavery-era connotations. (“Pwn” 


Web speak for “own.” “Pwnage,” therefore, 
defined UrbanDictionary.com, term 


“used online gaming stress your superior- 


ity all levels.”) 

It may well be, as another 4i19Eater dis- 
claimer puts it, that “for the most part these 
criminals are not ‘poor people trying 
scratch but are indeed very prosper- 
ous compared their law-abiding country- 
men, and many operate highly organised, 
and highly successful criminal gangs.”

MANGO STICKY RICE DESSERT Traditional Thai and Vietnamese food with a twist. 


0) What's three times better than a Viet- 
namese restaurant? A really pretty 
one, such as the Zenna Noodle Bar, that 
serves some Thai dishes and adds fresh, 
seasonal vegetables to the classics without 
distorting them. Thus the “Zenna noodle 
soup” ($7.25) here is Vietnamese pho, but 
with the wonderful additions of fresh carrot 
slices, snow peas, shreds of yellow summer 
squash, and even bits of broccoli. 

The room in which this “Vietnamese fu- 
sion” cuisine is served is modern and hand- 
some, with one long ochre wall, one purple- 
maroon, and niches for parts of the menu 
that have been blown up to serve as wall art. 
Little tables give a cozy feeling to the large 
space, which is further enlivened by a Viet- 
namese pop love of mambo and tango. 

The menu proper at Zenna is divided 
arbitrarily into earth, air, fire, and water. 
Well, earth-as-salads and water-as-soup 
aren’t so arbitrary, I guess. But fire for stir- 
fries is a small stretch, and air for noodles 
is a full lotus position into which my brain 
cannot bend. 

Fortunately, the mouth has no such 
conceptual problems. Fresh summer rolls 

$6.25/tofu; $6.95/chicken and shrimp) 
are wonderful, uncooked spring rolls with 
translucent rice-paper fillings, beautifully 
rolled and cut like sushi, with a tasty pea- 
nut dip. Noodles and shredded vegetables 
dominate the flavor, though shrimp and 
chicken tastes also come through. 

Banh xeo ($6.95/vegetables; $7.95/shrimp 
and chicken), the classic Vietnamese omelet- 
crépe, is small but richly flavorful, served 
with lots of handsome salad and a carrot that 
has been cut, Thai style, into a flower. Satay 
skewers ($6.95) are not as strongly marinated 


as they might have been in a Thai restaurant, 
but the beef is close. The two sauces, peanut 
and fish sauce/vinegar nuoc cham, are sure to 
pique one’s interest. 

Butterfly shrimp ($8.95) — now there's one 
for the air menu — are actually tempura, 
with lots of vegetables, including the purple 
Okinawan sweet potatoes, as well as more 
familiar carrots, eggplant, green beans, and 
onions. It’s served with . . . tomato ketchup. 
But tomato ketchup itself is a fusion of a 
Malay soy sauce with Euro-American toma- 
toes, so it couldn't be more appropriate, and 
it actually complemented fried veggies and 
shrimp better than I thought it would. 

Back to the Zenna noodle soup, though. 
Pho has to be rated first on the broth, and 
Zenna’s is lighter in color but meatier (and 
less sweet or spicy) in flavor than most. It still 
has the hint of anise, which you can amplify 
by adding Asian basil leaves, which are served 
on the side, along with bean sprouts and a 
piece of fresh lime. Sliced beef and meatballs 
are simpler fillings than you'd find in pho dac 
biet in a full-tilt Vietnamese restaurant, but 
the increased variety of vegetables more than 
makes up for that, and the cilantro, scallions, 
sliced onion, and lemongrass flavors are nice- 
ly balanced. Pho is a rice-noodle soup, which 
I have learned to eat with an Asian spoon in 
one hand and chopsticks (very good for pick- 
ing up noodles) in the other. But Zenna has 
only chopsticks, not spoons; instead, it sets 
typical European (and Thai) flatware. The side 
sauces are a deadly chili paste and hoisin, 
both traditional, neither of which I use on 
decent pho. 

Noodle-wise, we tried pad see ew ($8.95/ 
vegetable; $9.95/chicken, beef, or pork). 
The pad Thai here is popular, but with three

“Film is like a battleground,” American direc- 
tor Sam Fuller pronounces famously at the 
cocktail party in Pierrot le fou. If that’s true, 
Jean-Luc Godard’s 1965 crazy quilt — which 
is screening this week in a new 35mm print 
at the Brattle — is an arena where ignorant 
armies clash night, Matthew Arnold being 
one the few outposts Western civilization 
not visited in a movie that cites Velazquez, 
Renoir, Van Gogh, Picasso, Modigliani, Au- 
cassin et Nicolette, Bernardin de Saint-Pierre, 
Balzac, Hugo, Poe, Robert Browning, Baude- 
laire, Jules Verne, Rimbaud, Joyce, Céline, 
Scott Fitzgerald, Carcia Lorca, Les Pieds Nickelés 
(a French comic book), Beethoven, Madama 
butterfly, Mack Sennett, Laurel & Hardy, Pépéle 
Moko, Johnny Guitar, and every one of Godard’s 
previous films not mention Standard Oil 
(“Put a tiger in the tank!”), Playboy, Coca-Cola, 
the invisible panty girdle, Algeria, Viemmam, 
JFK's assassination, and the Statue of Liberty 
relocated to the Mle de la Cité in Paris. Godard’s 
first color film, shot in June and July and pre-

miered in August in Venice, it’s a road trip, a 
political screed, gangster flick, love story, 
a tract in zsthetics. In his 1965 Pierrot essay 
“What is art, Jean-Luc?”, the French Surrealist 
Louis Aragon wrote, “This film defies review. 
Go count the units in a billion!” Godard him- 
self said that “Pierrot is not really a film. It is an 
attempt at cinema.” 

An attempt at the plot: out-of-work (he 
was fired from his TV job) Parisian Ferdinand 
Criffon (Jean-Paul Belmondo) leaves the 
cocktail party he’s attending with his panty- 
girdled Italian wife (Craziella Galvani) and 
returns home, where his former girlfriend 
Marianne Renoir (Anna Karina) is babysit- 
ting. He drives Marianne to her apartment, 
where rifles are stacked against the wall 
under the Picasso and, the next morning, a 
corpse with a pair of scissors in its neck turns 
the bed. Ferdinand and Marianne 
shoot their way out of town and head for the 
south France, stealing gas, stealing car, 
stealing money, trashing their car (twice), 
throwing away their money (twice), hooking 
up with her “brother” Fred (Dirk Sanders) 
in Toulon, leaving in their wake a trail of 
bodies. (Marianne alone shoots two, using 
the same model rifle that killed Kennedy, 
and scissors one.) They’re Henry Fonda and 
Sylvia Sidney in You Only Live Once, a pre-Bon- 
nie and Clyde, lovers doomed not so much 
by a cruel world (Ferdinand is tortured and 
threatened with napalm) their own dif- 
ferences (he’s words, she’s feelings).

Those include Jennifer Baldwin 
fierce yet anguished Countess being 
pulled across the stage reclining red-sat- 
in-lined boat while singing her exquisite aria 
disconsolation, “Porgi amor,” and the final 
letter from Christina lanky Charlie 
Chaplin Cherubino, which the Count- 
ess issues grieving reply the mischievous 
corpse rolls away.

Robert Brustein says “dreamt” 

much of THE ENGLISH CHANNEL, dash- 
ing from couch computer write 
down. Would that someone had waked the 
eminent critic and founding artistic director 
of the American Repertory Theatre, because 
The English Channel Saturday Night Live sketch 
set in 1593 and written by a waggish, learned 


person. its world premiere Suffolk

Visiting him in his lair: his (then more 
celebrated) rival, playwright Christopher 
Marlowe; his young poppycock patron, 
Henry Wriothesley, Earl Southampton; 
and poet and court musician Emilia Lanier, 
whom Brustein not unreasonably conjec- 
tures the sonnets’ dark lady. But what 
takes place among these historical figures 
mostly one long literary joke, with everyone 
saying things that either are lifted from 
prefigure plays the cribbing 
young Bard hustles commit their remarks 
paper. Hence the title the play, which 
casts the playwright not the moony young 
romantic of Shakespeare in Love or the gifted 
versifier touching the Earl Oxford 
The Beard of Avon but as a blank slate looking to 
channel what can, including inspiration. 

Brustein’s own inspiration was Stephen 
Will the World, 2004 speculative 
biography that builds the few documented 
facts about life place him 
his own time, which was a-swirl in political 
intrigue including Catholic plots against the 
queen. Veering from known facts, Brustein 
incorporates “dry run” the 1600 over- 
throw attempt the Earl Essex which 
Southampton was party and invents 
document switch that leads to double spy 
Marlowe's May 1593 murder. 

His primary spur, though, Greenblatt’s 
rumination the sonnets. You might say

BLUE WATER 


THE REPUBLIC 
PIRATES 


Each of these books bears a tongue-in-cheek- 
ily arcane subtitle. Stephan Talty’s Empire 
Blue Water's continues: “Captain Morgan’s 
Great Pirate Army, the Epic Battle for the 
Americas, and the Catastrophe That Ended 
the Outlaws’ Bloody Reign.” Colin Woodard’s 
Republic of Pirates prattles pompously on about 
“Being the True and Surprising Story of the 
Caribbean Pirates and the Man Who Brought 
Them Down.” Read in order (Empire first) 
these histories cover American piracy from 
its privateering origins following the first 
British conquest the 
Caribbean (Jamaica, 

1655) through the violent 
death of Edward Thatch 
(a/k/a Blackbeard, 1718) 
and piracy’s subsequent 
rapid dénouement. 

Both authors are 
journalists, and both 
volumes are seriously re- 
searched (far-flung period 
documents abound), but 
Woodard’s Republic is the 
more traditionally schol- 
arly, that its chronicle 
faultlessly thorough often 
telling you far more than you 
can, or need to, remember. 
(The litany of captured, re- 
named, scuttled, and refit- 
ted pirate ships beyond 
meaning and interest, except 
perhaps cranky old men 
who re-enact naval encounters with toy boats 
their bathtubs.) Empire Blue Water, con- 
trast, sparkling and engrossing adventure 
presented the deeper context 
international political history. Either well 
worth your time. Together they’ll make you 
pillaging expert. 

Empire focuses on the (usually) sanc- 
tioned piracy Sir Henry Morgan and the 
buccaneer empire Jamaica’s Port Royal. 
That lawless outpost was obliterated 
earthquake 1692, and the pirates were 
left to go freelance. Eventually they set up

The books seldom contradict each 
other. Beyond the particulars and (in 
Woodard’s case) minutiae of their narra- 
tives, they offer host revelations about 
Carribean pirates — way beyond anything 
Hollywood has ever explored.

Pirates were more es- 
sentially American, ina 
post-Revolutionary War/Jef- 
fersonian sense, than any 
other colonials. Captains 
were elected their crews 
and were blindly obeyed only 
during battle pursuit. All 
other circumstances bore the 
potential for impeachment. 
Entire crews voted their 
targets and democratically di- 
vided their profits advance 
stealing them. Men (and 
an occasional woman) of all 
races and persuasions served side side 
pirate vessels. 

The history Caribbean piracy thus 
unexpectedly inspiring. The pirates’ thug- 
manned citizen navies invaded, tortured, 
and killed without mercy, but no more 
than did the regulation armies the day. 
the American ideal based rebellious 
self-reliance and individualism, these cut- 
throats were our true pioneers.

need least some support the men- 
tal world as well as the physical, leaning on 
others supply not just firm shoulders but 
also forgotten words. Unlike most mortals, 
however, some ripened artists have worked 
this debilitation into their deliberate per- 
sonal style — even some artists who play 
rock and roll, a young person’s art form no 
matter how old gets. Robert Schneider, 
the leader Apples Stereo (who play the 
Middle East downstairs this Monday), does 
it so well, he could turn “old” into the new 
“young.” the group’s New Magnetic Wonder 
(Yep Roc/Simian), the 36-year-old indie-rock 
vet leans everything that has ever rocked 
his world, from old friends to older musi- 
cal forms, somehow melding it all into the 
most sustained set of joyous rock and roll 
I’ve heard this year. 

It sounds like the end of a midlife crisis, 
one that Schneider’s pudgy, balding looks 
have always suggested but that his hyper- 
active singer/songwriter/multi-instru- 
mentalist/producer life has always belied. 
Schneider may have sensed some impend- 
ing crisis in 2002, as he stripped back the 
Apples’ trademark neo-psychedelic wall- 
of-pop on Velocity of Sound (SpinArt), a rough, 
low-key that received mixed reviews. 
The following year, Schneider and 
Stereo drummer Hilarie Sidney divorced. 
In 2006, it was announced that Sidney had 
left the band. (She wrote and sings lead 
two New Magnetic numbers.) Somewhere 
between these two events, the Apples also 
parted ways with their label years, 

But these years were also time regen- 
eration. In 2003, Schneider met actor and 


fellow music geek Elijah Wood, and the one- 


time Hobbit eventually made New Magnetic 
Wonder the first release his new Simian 
label. There were also various side projects, 


like the band Ulysses, and ambitious record- 


ing sessions, some implementing “non- 


Pythagorean scales” that Schneider devised 
from his own mathematical algorithm, 
others working 96-track digital recording 
program hard that the studio’s comput- 
ers kept crashing. the face it, these 
efforts mark return the Apples’ obvious 
namesake (I’m talking Lennon and McCart- 
ney rather than Steve Jobs) with the kind 
woozy experimentation that 
put Schneider the indie-rock map the 
founder the Elephant collective. 

Yet this is more than a comeback. Com- 
pared with the druggy woolgathering that’s 
dragged down other Elephant groups (Neu- 
tral Milk Hotel, Olivia Tremor Control), New 
Magnetic Wonder sounds rougher, more frenet- 
ic, with Schneider pitching his high tenor 
slightly lower, leaving its edges serrated 
the over-amped guitars that compel live 
audience one snippet demand they 
turned down. The “non-Pythagorean” scales 
are kept few short interludes, and the 
hyper-production blossoms during just 
few key moments especially the climactic 
four-part “Beautiful Machine,” a blowout so 
dense yet ecstatic made wife remem- 
ber Bloody Valentine. 

At bottom here, however, are melodies so 
timeless they could have been molded from 
a 1971 Coke commercial as easily as from Pet 
Sounds or ELO (a new touchstone, with Mel- 
lotron and Vocoder galore) the Left Banke.

The John Coltrane Memorial Concert and Ben Ratliff’s Coltrane: The Story Sound

ohn Coltrane died years ago this 
past July the age liver can- 
cer. His influence jazz incalcu- 
lable. Some have argued that there

Ratliff is after more than Coltrane’s 
technique he’s after the elements that 
transcend technique, and even jazz, 
elements that have left Coltrane the 
dominant figure still the jazz land- 
scape. That’s why his book the story 
“sound”: the totality Coltrane’s expres- 
sion, not just his playing his composi- 
tions, but his craft and his methodology, 
his ensemble conception, and finally his 
spirituality. 

This idea Coltrane’s sound includ- 
ing that spiritual element isn’t lost 
Leonard Brown, 61-year-old saxophonist 
and professor Music and African-Ameri- 
can Studies Northeastern, where 
teaches a course on Coltrane.

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sicians, everyone from Ornette Coleman 
and McCoy Tyner George Garzone and 
Mike Watt. 

Ratliff covers the familiar Coltrane 
benchmarks: the awkward Navy bebop 
recordings, the apprenticeships with Earl 
Bostic, Dizzy Gillespie, and Miles Davis, 
the “sheets sound” mastery harmony 
and chord changes, the spiritual questing 
Love Supreme and the “middle-period” 
classic quartet, the stratospheric “free 
jazz” explorations of the last years. At the 
same time, The Story Sound history 
of post-war jazz, the post-Charlie Parker 
world that Coltrane and Sonny Rollins in- 
herited, the civil-rights era, the changing 
face of jazz economics and how those eco- 
nomics affected Coltrane’s many progeny, 
right down to the Marsalises and the way 
we live now. 

The two strands of Coltrane’s personal- 
ity as they’ve come down to us, “the spiri- 
tual Coltrane and the'technique Coltrane,” 
twine through Ratliff’s narrative like DNA. 
Here’s Coltrane, “the champion student 
jazz,” master of structure and technique, 
pushing himself farther and farther into 
that technique where “sound super- 
seded solos and structure. . . . Eventually 
we can come around to the music’s overall 
sound: first how it feels in the ear and 
later how it feels in the memory, as mass 
and metaphor. Musical structure, for in- 
stance, can’t contain morality. But sound, 
somehow, can. Coltrane’s large, direct, 
vibratoless sound transmitted his basic de- 
sire: ‘that I’m supposed to grow to the best 
good that I can get to.’ ” If you can write a 
biography idea, Ratliff has written 
greatone.

the Ramones, the Clash, or the 
Pistols on this new three-disc 

set. Same goes for the nascent 
jam-band scene of the Crateful 
Dead and the New Riders, the 
prog-rock of Yes and ELP, the fu- 
sion of Mahavishnu and Zappa, 
deep funk, and glam. No George 
Clinton or New York Dolls, no Van 
Halen or Deep Purpie, no Eagles, 
Ronstadt, or James Taylor. Okay, 
so they missed a few things, but 
Cet Ready manages to be a whole 
lot of fun by ignoring the music 
that mattered. The compilers, 
former Rhino mainstays who now 
run this label, focused their gaze 
squarely on the Top 4o charts and 
slapped together 57 of the hits 
and nothing but the hits. Some 
are grand indeed — you can never 
get too much of Mungo Jerry's “In 
the Summertime,” Labelle’s “Lady 
Marmalade,” or the O'Jays’ “Love 
Train.” The Southern rock of the 
Allmans and Lynyrd Skynyrd isn’t 
accounted for, but the Marshall 
Tucker Band's curiously likable 
“Can't You See” is, and even if the 
arena rock of Billy, Bowie, and 
the Who is shunned, Elton’s in, 
with his eminently sing-along- 
able “Crocodile Rock.” Plenty 

of disco, too, from KC and the 
Sunshine Band to the Trammps 
to Gloria Gaynor. But what sells 
the package is all the goofy stuff 
you'd never in a million years ad- 
mit to liking but probably sing in 
the shower: Carl Douglas's “Kung 
Fu Fighting,” the Hues Corpora- 
tion’s “Rock the Boat,” Looking 
Glass’s “Brandy,” Lobo’s “Me and 
You and a Dog Named Boo.” Sure, 
there’s some respectable music 
here — Fleetwood Mac, Harry 
Chapin, Jim Croce, Janis Ian, 
Dobie Cray’s magnificent “Drift 
Away” — but this isn’t about that. 
This is about the guilty pleasures.

IMPOSSIBLE DREAMER 


THE LYRIC STAGE RESURRECTS MAN MANCHA 


it’s “The Impossible Dream” you've 
come for, and you can sit through 
more than an hour's worth of the disparate 
adventures of the once-and-future Knight 
of the Woeful Countenance before Chris- 
topher Chew finally blasts out the anthem, 
you'll hit paydirt. But the Lyric Stage Com- 


pany of Boston revival of the 1965 Broadway 


juggernaut Man of La Mancha (through 
October 13) will please mostly the diehards 
who hold close to their hearts the memory 
of the sentimental musical about a fool- 
ish old man who believes in what might be 
rather than in what is 

In case you've forgotten, book writer 
Dale Wasserman imagines the classic novel 
as a play within a play whose curtain rises 
when its author, Miguel de Cervantes 
and his manservant are imprisoned by 
the dreaded Inquisition for daring to tax a 
monastery. (Cervantes actually worked for 
a time as a tax collector.) To keep his fellow 
inmates at bay and to protect his manu- 
script from being burned, Cervantes spin 
out the tale of Don Quixote de la Mancha in 
dramatic form, asking the prisoners to cos- 
tume themselves from bits in his trunk and 


assume all the roles. Cervantes (Chew) him- 


self plays Don Quixote, and his manservant 


(Robert Saoud) plays Sancho Panza 
Man of La Mancha won five 1966 
Tony Awards, including Best Com- 
poser and Lyricist for Mitch Leigh 
and joe Darion, but it turns out that 
Wasserman wrote the lyrics of “The 
Impossible Dream.” Perhaps that 
explains why the words to many of 
the other songs seem so simplistic, 
despite the appealing lilt of the 
Spanish rhythms 

Under the direction of Spiro 
Veloudos, who's celebrating his 
10th year as artistic director of Lyric 
Stage, the macho qualities the 
story are emphasized by the male 
chorus of muleteers, particularly in 
Timothy John Smith's whip-crack- 
ing, testosterone-charged portrayal 
of Pedro. Caroline deLima, as Al- 
donza, whom Don Quixote envisions 
as his Lady Dulcinea, has the acting chops 
to portray a realistic tavern whore but not 
the vocal ability to match Chew. She does 
come through near the end of act two in her 
bitterly renunciation Don 
Quixote’s vision 

Janie Howland has designed huge 
staircase that drops down into the all- 
purpose dungeon for entrances and exits, 
adding to the cramped feel of the staging 
Rafael Jaen’s Goya-image-based costume 
designs work better at making the period 
spring to life. lyse Robbins's choreography 
is too abbreviated, particularly for the rape 
scene that serves as the major dance num- 
ber, and the pelvis-grinding Gypsy dance 
is a cliché-driven embarrassment. Musical 
director and keyboardist Jonathan Goldberg 
expert as always, and five more musicians 
are hidden backstage 

Despite the show's longevity, the 
message of Man of La Mancha remains a 
contradiction: for all that Don Quixote’s illu- 
sions of the Don inspire Aidonza and Sancho 
Panza, he dies, leaving the cynics to inherit 
his estate. So if you believe that the human 
race is capable of nobility and kindness, 
not long for this world right?

playwright’s heretical, aging roué 
and his antic servant, Sganarelle, 
take a crazy road trip to nowhere with 
Mozart's younger libertine and his 
valet, Leporello, whom they rescue 
from the opera's initial scuffle in a 
functioning vintage Plymouth. Not all 
of Moliére’s rewritten 1665 work, with 
its blasphemous assertion of freedom 
and free will, reverberates in the 
contemporary setting — though co- 


creator Steven Epp is a wonder as the 
antic Sganarelle. The music, however, 
is well played, superbly sung, and 
gorgeous. All in all, throwing the two 
lovers into one existential jalopy with 
singers popping and Mozart bursting 
from every orifice, including windows 
and sunroof, proves a strong argu- 
ment for carpooling. In similar fash- 
ion, Figaro combines Beaumarchais’s 
third play of the Figaro trilogy, La mére 
coupable, with Mozart's opera Le nozze di 
Figaro. In this piece, “Figaro and Count 
Almaviva have had their roles reversed 
as we find them in 1792, at the height 
of the French Revolution, with Figaro 
hiding his old master, now a fugitive 
aristocrat. The characters look back 
on their lost youth and interact with 
their own younger operatic versions, 
trying to grasp what they once were 
and the realities they face now.” Ser-

Which means the big la- 
bels should pulling out all the stops 
this fall get units moving any way 
possible. On the bright side, forecasts 
doom and gloom for the record indus- 
try tend benefit consumers: ina 
groundbreaking decision, for example, 
Capitol (finally!) allowed iTunes access 
the once digitally sacrosanct John 
Lennon catalogue. The digitized Beatles 
can’t far off. And said doom and 
gloom also bound make for some 
marketing ploys, like the proselytizing 
tour that rock- 
rapper KID ROCK has planned part 
“promotional blitz” create frenzy 
over his provocatively titled October 9 
Atlantic release Rock N Roll Jesus. (Take 
that, John Lennon!) 


Once all the September hoopla over 
the biggest rapper them all 
Kanye or 50 Cent (answer: Jay-Z) — settles 
down, late September looking good for 
the return some familiar and reliable 
rockers. Dave Crohl’s FOO FIGHTERS just 
celebrated the 10th anniversary (yes, it’s 
been that long, and you are that much older 
now) of their second album, The Colour and 
the Shape, with deluxe two-disc reissue 
this summer. But that was all designed 
spark interest yet another solid piece 
rock, Echoes, Silence, Patience and Grace (RCA; 
September 25), an album that has Grohl in- 
dulging little American guitar picking 
with Kaki King the timely “The Ballad 
of the Beaconsfield Miners.” Don’t worry, 
though: the first single, “The Pretender,” 
which already available through iTunes 
(do you sense a recurring theme here?), is 
a classic Foo rocker, just a little bit angry 
and vengeful, but powered rousing, 
bloodletting chorus. 

That same week, the least, 
first disc three years drops. 
(The US date has yet to be settled on but 
will likely September 25.) surprises 
among her supporting cast: she worked 
with producers Flood and multi-instru- 
mental engineer John Parrish on the disc, 
as well as with Dirty Three violinist Jim 
White and ubiquitous bassist/keyboardist 
Eric Drew Feldman. However, early reports 
(as well posting Harvey’s MySpace 
site) suggest that she’s once again extricat- 
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her distinctive guitar playing from this 
mix, only this time she’s substituted her 
piano playing. different musi- 
cal side Harvey. Which pretty much 
what come expect. 

Neo-folkie DEVENDRA BANHART ap- 
pears have embraced the California 
singer-songwriter legacy that runs thick 
through the Santa Monica Mountains and 
the canyons that dot area folkies have 
used inspirational refuge from smog- 
infested LA. Recording Topanga the 
same canyon that Neil Young called home 
the After the Cold Rush days, and the one 
where Joni Mitchell and Emmylou Harris 
have resided Banhart has abandond the 
“freak” part the “folk” tag earned 
his early albums. And his September 25 re- 
lease, Smokey Rolls Down Thunder Canyon (Beg- 
gars), promises him most accessible, 
buttoned-down disc date. 

The Finnish dark-metal band are 
also looking appeal wider audience. 
Their first US album, Dark Light (Sire), rev- 
eled gothic textures and heavy lyrics 
that weren’t exactly prime TRL fodder. 
the band have done their best lighten 
(as light, suppose, you can get 
when your name acronym for His 
Infernal Majesty) their new Venus Doom 
(Sire), also due September 25. Meanwhile, 
producer/cameo man WILL.I.AM has truly 
broken the most with his September 
album Songs About Girls (Interscope). Not 
only did the Black Eyed Peas leader not 
invite Fergie any his other bandmates 
take guest spots, but pared the list 
extras down just one: Snoop Dogg. 
That might record for hip-hop/R&B 
album this day and age. 

October marks the resurrection 
three big British acts. The CULT have been 
toying with making a move since 2001, 
when they made furtive attempt 
comeback with Beyond Good and Evil (Atlan- 
tic). This time, lead singer lan Astbury 
joined the cool club guesting the first 
single from the new U.N.K.L.E. album War 
Stories. Then the band retained producer 
Youth bring his juju the sessions for 
their new Born into This (Roadrunner). Best 
luck, boys. And who remembers 
BROWN? the Stone Roses ring bell? 
Well, the ex-frontman of one of those Brit 
bands who should have been king back 
with The World Yours (Universal), im- 
port but one that should easy enough 
find on-line. It’s his fifth solo disc, 
you can believe that. And ex-Eurythmics 
singer ANNIE LENNOX has pulled out all 
the stops for her Songs Mass Destruction 
(Arista): along with grabbing master song 
doctor Glen Ballard to produce the disc, she 
also coaxed cameos out of Madonna, Sarah 
McLachlan, Dido, Celine Dion, Faith Hill, 
Shakira, Bonnie Raitt, Gladys Knight, 
Pink, Fergie, Melissa Etheridge, and (am 


forgetting anyone?) Tunstall. Sort 
like a duets album. 

Some the singers Lennox wasn’t 
able to nab for her disc were busy making 
their own albums. As things stand now, 
the big labels will begin pulling out their 
big female guns October with the re- 
lease the new JENNIFER LOPEZ disc Brave 
(Epic). That'll be followed November 6 by 
the ALICIA KEYS disc AsI Am (J), which will 
feature guest spots by Timbaland and John 
Mayer. Then, long she’s not brought 
up on charges or doesn’t go off for a stint in 
rehab, the inimitable BRITNEY SPEARS will 
weigh in November 13 with an as-yet un- 
titled disc featuring the lead single “Gimme 
More,” anthem for spoiled teen stars ev- 
erywhere. And the cavalcade tabloid stars 
continues November with Long Island 
queen MARIAH CAREY releasing album 
that may be called Illusions: The Butterfly Within 
(Def Jam). Let’s hope someone’s working 
overtime to talk her out of that title. 

Having utterly ruined the entire idea 
of “emo,” Christopher Carrabba, who’s re- 
ally not bad guy, back with yet another 
DASHBOARD CONFESSIONAL disc, the poeti- 
cally titled The Shade of Poison Trees (Vagrant). 
But the real king emo talk- 
ing about emotionally driven rock and 
roll will giving Carrabba run for 
his money on October 2 when he — BRUCE 
SPRINGSTEEN, that is — returns from his 
Woody Guthrie hiatus to join forces with 
the trusty E Street Band on Magic (Colum- 
bia). What more is there to say? 

Maybe nothing; but there are least 
few more discs anticipate this fall. 

On October 9, look for new ones by the 
HIVES, DEBORAH HARRY, and SHE WANTS 
REVENGE. October 16 has the new JIMMY 
EAT WORLD disc Chase This Light (Interscope) 
on the schedule, as well as NEIL YOUNG’s 
Chrome Dreams II (Reprise), an album that 
was shelved but apparently back 
production, with entire batch 
new songs.

the past, this local-music preview has 
served as a guide to what local albums are 
scheduled for release in the coming months.

NBC drama series, Journeyman, which 
plays time-traveling San Francisco newspa- 
per reporter. McKidd’s Rome cast mate Polly 
Walker (sex-blood-and-power-mad Atia) 
co-stars CBS’s soap Cane, playing devi- 
ous sugar-cane heiress with languid drawl 
straight out Tennessee Williams. Damian 
Lewis, who played Soames Forsyte the Mas- 
terpiece Theatre remake The Forsyte Saga, stars 
NBC’s drama series Life.

Also from these parts, find Like 
You'd Understand, Anyway (Knopf, September 
25): stories by hilarious Williams College 
professor SHEPARD, well The River 
Sighs (Knopf, September 25), RICHARD RUSSO’s 
first novel since winning the Pulitzer for 
2001's Empire Falls. 

ANN PATCHETT mucks around Boston with 
Run (HarperCollins, October 1), the story of 
a former mayor whose life is turned inside 
out. PHILIP ROTH has emerged from the woods 
of northwest Connecticut with Exit Chost 
(Houghton Mifflin, October 1), which brings 
the Zuckerman series close.
